Just east of Upland, one of the first’ Spanish-American 
settlements came into ‘being along the banks of Old Cuca- 
monga creek. Here the old fort was built on Red Hill, the 
first vineyard planted nearby, and the old Cucamonga 
winery established. Many exciting events took place there 
in those far-off days—along about 1839. A large part of 
present-day Upland lies within the boundaries of the Old 
Cucamonga Rancho. 

One of the first extensive irrigation systems was estab- 
lished in Ontario Colony (which included Upland) by the 
Chaffey brothers. They were the originators of the idea of 
dividing the water available on an equal basis per acre. 

The first long distance transmission line for electric cur- 
rent emerged from San Antonio canyon and extended to Po- 
mona; the forerunner of one of the greatest industrial devel-l 
opments in the world. 

The first, and probably the only, mule power street car, 
originating in Ontario, passing through Upland, with, term- 
inal facilities’ in San Antonio Heights, coming downhill by 
gravity with the mules riding on the back platform. 

Upland is the home of the inventor of the first successful 
orange brusher; a device, with later improvements, that is 
universally used in citrus packing houses. His name is 
George T. Stamm. 

A district high school and junior college that, under the 
leadership of Dr. M. E. Hill and associates, has made educa- 
tion history in ideas and methods that have been far-reach- 
ing. 

That Georpe P. Weldon developed a successful method 
of forecasting the coming peach crop—from year to year— 
and also many other innovations in the deciduous industry. 

That the first co-operative orchard care association, with 
some 20 years or more of successful operation, was origin- 
ated by an Upland citizen, Tyler R. Woodbridge. 

Upland is the site of the only “Pioneer Mother” monument 
in the state: the dedication of which will go down in history 
as the time President Truman (then Judge Harry S. Truman) 
visited here in 1929 and took ‘an inconspicuous part in the 
event, 

There are undoubtedly other “firsts” in the history of this 
locality if the story. of same could be obtained. 

During the past year and a half an effort has been made 
to collect data on all these events and the various materials 
accumulated have been placed in the Huntington library, 
becoming a part of the large ‘section devoted to California. 
This library is described as “one of the world’s greatest pri- 
vate libraries devoted to public service’. The story of our 
community and the part it has played in the development of 
our beloved state will always be available in this institution 
to historians, research workers and qualified students.
